~^Tne~ v "R¥tSl!ers "far 'Victory" 
drive from July 1 to July 31, the 
mightiest all-out sales event in 
the history 'of 1 America's mer- 
chants, will be launched next Wed- 
nesday, and the Narberth Busines? 
Council is asking all local retailers 
to cooperate in this- great tribute 
to the national wa-r effort. 

The drive will be conducted 
throughout the nation, in every 
village and hamlet, and it will 
officially open at noon next Wed- 
nesday, July 1. when every mer- 
chant Is asked to suspend business 
for a fifteen-minute period, and 
devote that time exclusively to the 
sale of War Savings Stamps and 
Bonds. 

Benjamin H. Namm, chairman 
of the Retail Advisory Committee 
of the U. S. Treasury Department, 
wired the Narberth Business Coun- 
cil, on May 23, asking for the sup- 
port of Narberth merchants.

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REASON FOR THE STATE-WIDE 
DUSK-TO-DAWN BLACKOUT 

The State-wide dusk-to-dawn practice blackout which was 
called by the State Council of Defense had an important educa- 
tional purpose. Its purpose was to teach the ten million citizens 
of Pennsylvania how to carry on their normal duties all night 
long with a minimum 'of light showing. 

This practice blackout was called at the request of the U. 
S. Army First Fighter Command, which has the responsibility for 
protecting us for enemy attack by air. They realize that if 
and "when our European 'enemy starts to Send his bombers over 
our state, it may be necessary for us, to keep in semi-darkness 
every night, for night after night — perhaps for weeks at a ( 
stretch. Cities within 50 miles of the coast from Maine to 
Florida are already operating on this basis every night. 

It is one thing to shut off our lights for a half hour and keep 
dark and still for that brief period. It is an entirely different 
matter to keep our lights off for a whole night, or for a week or 
a month. Under these latter circumstances we are compelled to 
learn how to keep up our normal life in semi-darkness: to run a 
home, prepare meals and care for a family without our lights 
showing outside; to run a store, or hotel, to print a newspaper,
